DEFENCES OE ESQUIMALT 



Imperial and luteruatioral Aspect of 
Pacllie Coast Fortilicatlons 
and Armament 

Pertinent Questions Submitted, ami 
the Answers Given Satisfactorily 
to Canada. 



The House lu a Hnblinb Because of 
Ferguson's Insinuations Against 
Canadian Loyalty- 

LoKDON, March 10. — The question ol tho 
Harbor of Esquinialt, on "Vancouver Island, 
waa raised in tho House of Commons tliia 
afternoon, and was disouased with great 
zeal by Lord George Francis Hamilton, lirat 
Lord of till! Admiralty, and aevoral Liberal 
interrogatorlea. Hardly had this breozo 
died out, when the Uehring Sea controversy 
was brought before the House by the ques- 
tions addressed by Kdward Tomperlcy 
Gourlcy, tho advanced Liberal member from 
Sundeiland and answered for the Gov- 
ernment by Rt. Hon. .Janica William Lou-- 
thcr, Under Secretary of the Foreign Ollice. 
Mr. Ronald Craufurd Munro' Ferguson, 
Liberal member from Leith, led off in the 
matter of Esquimau's defences by aaking 
these questions from the first lord of the 
Admiralty— 

"Dnea the site of the navy yard at Ksqui- 
malt belong to Canada or the Crown ?" 

"If Canada providca the atorcs, guna and 
sites, will fihe also provide the gurriaon?" 

" \Vill tlie work of improving tho de- 
fcncea of tho harbor, including the plana of 
engineering and conatruction, be done by 
the Canadian (Jovernmcut or the CioH'ii ? " 

" What riglita of control, as rcgnrda 
stores, coal, support of the giirriaon in case 
of need, and harbor anchorage, Ima the 
commander of the PaciQe llectV " 

"Are any advantages secured to Her 
Majesty's vcaaela at Kai|uinialt harbor, that 
are not accorded them in auch foreign porta 
of tho U. S., France or other civili/.ed 
nations." 

"In case tlie propofed fortifications should 
be erected, would the guna mounted there 
be tho propcrtj' of Canada or the Crown?" 

"Will tho garrison of the harbor defences 
receive their orders from the Imperial or 
Canadian Governmontt" 

"If the garrison be (lut under the orders 
of the Canadian GovernineDt will the Home 
Government have any' means of assuring 
itself of the support of the same {or Her 
Majesty's fleet in times of war? " 

" If, aa hns been suggested, Canada should 
decide to cast her lot with the United 
States, and become incorporated with thut 
country, would she carry with her the guns 
and other portable oqaiprjents of fortifica- 
tions ?" 

While making these interrogatories, Mr. 
Ferguson waa interrupted frequently by 
erica of, " Oh, oh I" irony laughter and 
other nuisy demonatraliona of the minia- 
terial majority. All hia interroga- 
tories after tho one concerning the 
aupport of tho I'dcilio tleet by the 
garrison, were delivered amid a storm of 
exclamatinua of renioiiatrance. Tliis was 
due to the fact tliat tlic li^at ai.x tjueatioua 
were put in such a way aa to auggeat that, 
in times of war or threatened war, the Im- 
perial Government could not rely upon the 
loyalty of the Uominion (lovern- 
ment for support, and that, there- 
fore, it wna foolisli to |)lace in un- 
certain bands a forliiicd hail-or that 
might ho used us effectively against the 
Kmpire aa for it. The impression lelt by 
his inquiries and by the eniphuti) "Hear, 
Hears," with which the last si-v questions 
were greeted from the Opposition was that 
ho intended to say that Canada had drifted 
too fur toward the United States to be 
trusted to co-operate with the mother 
country in case of troublowith tho American 
Government. This wasLord Hamilton'sview 
of the question, and he declined to answer 
any except tho first three questions. Upon 
rising to reply to Mr. Ferguson's interroga- 
tories, be said : "The site of the dockyards 
nt K^(|uiTiialt belonga to the Crown, uiul rho 
Canadian <_;ovi;rnmcnt bus reserved for Her 
Mnjcat j-'s sliipa exclusively a part of the har- 
bor. The Cunadian (lovernmcnt will pio- 
vide the site for the fortilicutioiia and tho 
guns, and will bi; reKpoiisihIclor the niuiiniiig 
of thciii. The hoii. gentloinuii'a otiier quca- 
tiona Hccm to have been put with the object 
of causing tho infcreni^u tolKwlrawn that, in 
time of trouble or danger, Cuuada will not 
he ready to co-oi)ciale with the Houie (iov- 
erninent in the common defeneu of botli 
against the enemy tiuit wdi throiiten us. 
'J'he Homo (lovernmcnt must ijc excused, 
therefore, if I (Icollnc to answer hy|)otheti- 
cal i|Ucstion3, winch are jiroinpted ])y sup- 
positions at once in jiulicious and daiiL'CiouH. " 

The close of Lord Ifiuidlton'a reply was 
greeted with ministerial cheers, which had 
not died away when Mr. Ferguson was on 
his feet, asking, "I hog the First Lord of 
the Admiralty to answer my enipiiry 
whether or not in tho event of Canada's 
separating herself from Iter Majesty's Em - 
plro (cries, "oh! oh! don't answer. ) The 
guns, stores and ammunition, as well as the 
fortifications, will belong t6 tho Imperial 
Government." The House was in a hubbub 
when Mr. Ferguson sat down, and rang with 
cries of "order," "don't answer ! " Lord 
Hamilton made no reply to Mr. Ferguson's 
repeated <|uestion8- 

IJndcr .Secretary Lowther, of the Foreign 
olhce, in response to enquiries, said that all 
the conuidssioners had signed the johit re- 
port emhodying tho points upon which 
they were agreed aa regards the protection 
and preservation of tho seal induatry. The 
points upon which no agreement ciaild he 
arrived at, and these M'cro the main points, 
he added, concerned tho length of the 
season, and other questions which would be 
referred to the arliitrution commission for 
ettlenieut. 



Bltt STORM IN BRITAIN. 

A. Wintry Aspect Every wliere— Trains and 
Telegraphs SuspeiKli'd— hois of Cattle 
and Sheep. 

London, March 10. — Reports from the 

North of Scotland show that the atorni haa 
done much damage to llocka and herds, and 
it is feared that Uvea have hceii lost in re- 
mote parts of the country. The heavy snow- 
full appears to have taken people by sur- 
prise, especially in the Scottish Highlands 



and the mountainous districts of V ales. A 
large number of sheep have been chilled to 
death. Tho telegraph lines In many 
places are down, and railway trains 
aro snow Ijound, wldle the ordinary roads 
are almost impasaiblc. Horse races and 
otheir spring appointmenta for to-day have 
been postponed, and the whole country 
wears a wintry aspect. Reports of ship- 
wreck along the Wolah and North British 
coasts havo been received. Tho weather lias 
greatly aggravated iha suffering from the 
look of coal, especially in the Northern 
mannfaoturing towns, where the poor had 
allowed their supplies to run out in the ex- 
pectation of genial weather. 



A VICTORIA WRESTLER. 

McLcod Bi nts tho Little Dpmon— Best Match 
Seen lu San Francisco. 

San F«ANcrsco, Marsh 10. — An audience 
of about 1,,')00 gathered at the new Wigwain 
this evening, to witness tho wrestling match 
between Joe Acton, known as "the Little 
Demon," and H. S. McLeod, of Victoria, B.C. 
Both men had trained faitlifully for the 
event, and were in line condition, Acton, 
however, having too much stomach. Tho 
contest was for .52,100, Acton putting 
up ?1,100 uguinat fl.OOO of McLeod'a. 
Two moru evenly matched men* 
could searcely ho found, they being 
almost exactly the same weight, height and 
treneral build. McLeod, if anything, was 
more powerful. Betting was brisk, starting 
in at llO to 17 on Actou, but evening up 
before the struggle began. Hiram Cook was 
referee. Thomeu entered the ring at8:45 p.m. 
The first I)o'ut was won by MoLe'od, after a 
hard struggle. In forty-one minutes. Acton 
secured a half-Nelson several times on his 
antagonist, but each time he cleverly bi'oka 
it. During one of his manoeuvres for hold, 
Acton bumped his man badiy and MoLeod's 
back looked like a side of beef for the ' rest 
of the bout. McLeod finally secured a half- 
Nelaou and turned his man over. After 
a rest of twenty minutes, tho men came to- 
gether again. As iu the preceding bout, .Toe 
did most of the work, but seemed unable 
to do anything with hia aturdy antagoniat, 
and tired perceptibly toward fhe end. 
McLeod finally secured a full Nelson, and, 
after a hard struggle, threw his man. Time 
2.'! minutes. It waa one of the best wrest- 
ling matches tint hud been seen for a long 
time. — Catch-aa-oatch-can ; best two in 
three falla ; no hold barred. 



CABLE NEWS. 



llyKlcrloiis Suicide. 
London, March 8. — There is something 
very mysterious about Ferdinand Van 
Zandt's death. It has been derided by the 
coroner's jury that ho committed suicide, 
while sufTering from temporary insanity, 
yet leaa than eight houra before hia body 
wai found with a pistol in hia lifeleas hand, 
Mr. Van Zandt waa walking about the 
smoking roonia of Brown's hotel aa well aa 
ho ever waa, discussing businesa with 
hia agent. Though all thia happened 
on laat Tueaday, nothing wns allowed 
to reach the public through the 
coron'cr'a inquest or other ofTicial 
clmnnela until to-day, wdien a cable from 
New York tlirough hia agent made furtho 
concealment impoaaible. The cnroner who 
haa charge of the pariah where Van Zundt 
ahot himaelf ia very astute about arranging 
matters of this kind. Hia secrecy was par- 
tially duo to the fact that Van Zuiult wna 
the son-in-law of Sir .Toliu Luddcek, one of 
England's iuo.st distinguished scientists. Sir 
John haa had a hitter experience of late. He 
ia widely known and everybody aympathiscs 
with him. Mr. Van Zandt came to London 
eight years ago, and met Sir John's daughter 
a;, a country house pirty. He fell in love 
and speedily married her. He waa at that 
time reputed to be very rich, with large In- 
terests in silver mines in Montana. He was 
married in Kogland, and took his wife to 
America to live, purchasing a place at 
Mcnlo Park. Van SSondt was a fine strap- 
ping fellow, 36 years of ago. After his mar- 
riage he travelled about a great deal, divid- 
ing hia time between Europe, New York 
and San Francisco. He did not bring hia 
wife to lt)uropc this time, but sent her from 
Newport back to Mcnlo Park, promising to 
join her there this month. 

liatarr Vlllirliii IndlNiinaed. 

Br.ui.iN, March 10. — ICmpcror William is 
confined to hia bed, and hia pliysiciana aay 
lie ia auU'ering from a slight cold. .Some 
iilarm, however, ia felt concerning hia con- 
dition. The lOmperor had a chill to-day, 
believed to be of a dijilomatic nature. 
Thia ia tlic liirth-day of the C/.iir, and 
the usual congratulatory dinner waa in 
order. Tho I'hnperor, it ia lielieved, did 
not wish to liold it, and concluded to stay 
in l)ed iiutlcr tlio pretext of a convenient 
chill. The incident of the chill is quoted 
to atrengthen the rumors of unfriendly feel- 
ing between the I'lnperor and the Czar. 

The Lniicusliirc .IlinerR. 

London, March 10. — The Lancaahire 
miners have resolved that, when they stop 
work on March 12th, it will only be for a 
week, and not for two, aa at firat intended. 
When they resume work, however, they 
will only work five days in tlie week until 
further notice.

The U. S. Wanted Canada to Do Their 
Chiiiese Police Work— Chinese 
Statistics. 



Arrival of Messrs. Earl and Barnard 
—Numerous Deputations Wait 
Upon the troyerument. 



Hon. Mr. Carlingr Oeelored to be 
Entitled to Sit For London, 
Untario. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, March 10. — -American cheek waa 
strongly exemplified In the return presented 
to tho House to-day. In November, 1800, 
Earl Salisbury transmitted a copy of tho 
rcaolution adopted by the U. S. Senate 
when negotiations wore entered into to 
aecure treaty stipulations for the purpose of 
preventing the entry of Chinese labor- 
ers into the United States from 
Canada and Mexico. The dispatch was 
referred to a sub committe of the Dominion 
Cabinet, which reported in April-, 1891, 
pointing out that the enormous length of 
frontier between tho States and Canada, 
rendered It Impossible to apply an effective 
policy of protection over this stretch of 
territory. The aub-cominittee waa of opin- 
ion that no practicable way exiated by 
which etVect could be given to the U. S. 
reijuest. It was naturally suggested, why 
did nob tho .States themaelvea take 
eHectivc ineaaurea to prevent the Chinese 
coming into their territoryV The corres- 
pondence contains an address passed by the 
Legialature of British Columbia^ a year ago, 
asking tho Dondnion Parliament to make 
tho Chinese Immigration Act more restric- 
tive, also in August l.iat the Vancouver 
Trades and Labor Oouncila sent a memorial 
for transmission to tho Imperial authori- 
ties, urging them to influence the 
(,'anadian Pacific Company not to 
employ Chinese on the steamers run- 
ning between Vancouver and Hongkong. 
On the Government invcatigating, it waa 
found that the Vancouver Trades and Ijabor 
Council wasnot registered under the Trades' 
Union Act, neither was it incorporated, and 
while the body was a useful one, still from 
the fact of Its not being registered or incor- 
porated, It wasnot In a position to ask 
ufiicial recognition as suggested. Some 
Interesting figures were given in 
the return. The total- number of 
Chinese who arrived in Canada from Jan- 
uary 1st, 1890 to Juno 30th, 1891, wus 
2,;i()7; amount of bead money collected, 
51.'il,850. Total number of return certifi- 
cates issued was 2,107. The number of 
Chinese who puaaed through the country in 
transit wue 2,510, and tourists 19. It may 
be stated that later correspondence will 
ahortly bo presented. Recently the U. S. 
Government requested tho Donunion au- 
thorities to pass an exclusion act. 

There waa a better attendance iu the 
House, to-day, thiin any time since the aea- 
slon commenced. Many Quebec meinbera 
have arrived. Two British (^olumbia rep- 
resentatives have reached here, Meaara. 
Earl and Barnard. Mr. Earl is accom- 
panied by hia wife and daughter. After 
a short sitting Mr. Tupper introduced a bill 
to amend the .Steamboat Inspection Act. 
Sir Hector Langevin moved for 
papers in connection with the bound- 
aries question. The Ontario bound- 
aries were settled three years ago. 
The matter ia pending us rcgarda Quebec, aa 
the latter jiroviiice wants a good slice of 
territory ou the east aliorea of Hudaon Bay. 
Thia the Federal Government is not disposed 
to grant. 

This has been a groat day for deputations. 
The millers want changes in the Inspection 
Aot, viz.: An alteration in the basis of tho 
representation of the Board which selects 
the flour standards. They are also 
anxious for the Government to win back for 
them their flour trade with Newfoundland..

It was 
shown by the teatiinony that many of the 
men are compelled to work 10 hours per 
day. It was also shown that the companies 
ore gradually diacharging the men who took 
part in tho strike, the dismissals being 
made upon trumped up ahurges of neglect of 
duty or imaginary delinquincies. This is 
in violation of another condition of 
tho settlement, which pro vided'>/. that 
none of tho strikers should '-. be' dis- 
charged for having taken .part in the 
movement. Little is heard publibly of the 
threatened renewal. of the .trbuble, but, in 
secret, the situation is well nndefstood, and 
it is said that the next strike will.'vbe on an 
even larger scale than 'the former'bne. 
The organization of the men is being per- 
fected very carefully. This was a weak 
point with ''them before, and but for 
their lack of disoipliqo, they would 
have won more substantial concessions 
than they did. It Is stated by well posted 
leaders of the labor organization that the 
trammen will strike in sympathy with the 
'bus men this time. John Burns ^-aid in an 
interview with a correspondent of the United 
Press, to-day, that it is undeniable that the 
united Labor and Liberal vote will give Mr. 
Gladatono many seats for London now held 
by Conservatives and Unioniata. The labor 
vote was tho chief factor In the County 
Council victory, which will bo of great 
value to tho Liberals in the coming parlia- 
mentary elections. In fact, aald Mr. Burns, 
unless Mr. Gladstone could count upon a 
unlonoftho labor vote with that of the 
Liberals, ho could expect to gain very little 
strength in London. The people of London 
dn not care a straw for Irish Home Rule, 
except in a. far-olf way. They do care very 
much for social reforms affecting the well- 
being of Londoners, and Mr. Gladstone has 
a big chance to secure their co-operation, if 
he is wise enough to take advantage; of the 
situation. - ■ ' , 



QUEBEC POLITICS. 



Mercier Withdraws From Public Life,' 
and Resigas His Seat iu 
Parliament. 

English Opinions ou the Results of 
Tuesday's Voting— Policy of the 
New Goveriinieut. 



QuEiiix', March 10. — Count Mercier has • 
resigned hia seat in the Legialature and has 
issued the following letter : 

'To My Friends: — Lieut. -Governor 
Angers is victorious ; his coup d'etat has re- 
ceived the approbation of the electors. 
Calumny hag got tho better of the Constitu- 
tion. The people ha,ve refused to blame the 
man who substituted himaelf for the 
Parliament, and who baa dissolved 
It without good reason. All the good 
done has been set aside. Ingratlttide'is tuy 
reward. The people are unjust, and will 
be severely blamed by history; but, mean- 
while, I must submit, and return to private 
life. The province requires a. rest after the 
agitation of the' past six months. I 
forgive those who calumniated ' me. I 
will endeavor to. ignore even the 
names of those who were beholden to me, 
and who betrayed me, and will only remem- 
ber the friends who were faithful to me in 
adversity aa well as in proaperity. I will 
return to the labors of the field in order, if 
poaaible, to regain my health, and 
to my lawyer's office for the maln- 
tenAiico of my fandly. I wish 
you all, iny friends, the happineaa and 
the proaperity which you deserve, and • 
ardently lu pe thut our dear province will 
not sutler too luujh from tho violence which 
haa lieeii exercised against its inatitutions." 

Mr. Mercier ■s\ill aeml in his resignation 
to the Speaker at once. It ia rumored that 
tho Hon. Mr. Shehyn, member for Quebec 
and formerly Provincial Treasurer, has ro- 
aigned, and will follow Mr. Mercier into re- 
tirement. Mr. Mercier Is seriously 111, and 
it ia not likely that he will ever again take 
a prominent part ic^ public life. Ho may be 
compelled to take a voyage to Europe In 
order to restore his shattered health. 

Montbkal, March 10. — A largo Conser- 
vative meeting has been held ut tho St. 
Lawrense Hall and arrangements made to 
celebrate the recent victory by a big de- 
monstration. 

Provincial Treasurer Hall, speaking of 
tho policy of the new Government, said 
that, as far as fipancial matters went, the' . \. 
intention was to out down expenses without ; 
impeding useful mcnsurea. He stated it was ,'- 
the positive intention of, the Government to 
prosecute the men who had been guilty of 
stealing from the public purse. 

The Star's special correspondent wires 
from London: "Mercior's defeat gives un- 
alloyed satisfaction tliroughout Great ]5rit- 
ain. Aa tlie Financial Newa aays, "the 
people cared nothing about po- 
litical or racial issues, but they re- 
alized that Meroier'a aucceaa would 
have resulted P in continued political 
corruption, tending to nap the Canadian 
nationality and destroy Canadian credit." . .i'l 
The St James' Gazette aays: "The result of ' * 
thia spirited, crushi"hg protest against cor- 
ruption completely justified Lieut.-Govornor 
Angers, and ia a striking proof of tho exist- 
ence of a public conscience in the province 
of Quebec."

SHOULD BE PUBLISHED. 

To THE Editoh,— May I sugKOSt that an 
effort he made to secure the passage of a 
hill providing for the immediate publication 
in the newspapers of tho Province, of the 
laws enacted at this and future sessions of 
tho Legislature, such laws being of public 
concern. This proposition should meet 
with the approbation of our lawmakers, and 
would . be equally well received by the 
people. 'Under existing provisions for 
publication of the laws — compiled statutes 
iu book form — a large majority of the people 
are kept in ignorance of the Legislative 
enactments by which tlliey are expected to 
govern their actions; and if we are to judge 
by past experience, many of the laws passed 
will have been in effect long before this 
meagre source of information is available. 
Many laws are of such a nature that to 
secure their recognition and observance it ia 
obviously necessary to acquaint the people 
with their provisions. This difliculty could 
bo overcome and a vast amount of litigation 
avoided by a general law providing for the 
publication of each Act (as soon as enacted) 
in newspapers of general circulation. No 
other disposition of the public moneys 
would be of such general benefit, or give 
such satisfaction, and tho favorable action 
of our lawmakers in the matter would re- 
ceive the endorsement of a large majority of 
their constituents. I need but mention the 
Land Act, Game Law and Mining Act 
Amendments, as examples, with which 
every settler in tho Province should be 
familiar.

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PRESBYTERY OF B. 0. 



The Case ITr. J. N. Mail* Disposed of 
—He is Saspeuded From Member 
slUp. , . 



Tlie Committee's Report a Complete 
Verdict Against Him — A Clash 
among: Vaueouver (Jliurclies- 



After prnyera hud been rentl at the open- 
ing of the Presbytery yesterday morning, 
an able and extended report wus read on 
"The Temperanoo Causo," by Rov. Mr. 
-Maxwell. The report, after depicting tho 
evila of .the habit and' the bitter enmity 
abown by the trafficlcers in it to the church, 
suggested that as much as possible a spirit 
of temperance should be foriiicd iiniong tlie 
youDg people. For this objeoc, it advocated 
that temperance sooieties in conneotion with 
the Presbyterian church be largely estab- 
lished and fostered. 

Several gentlemen spoke in favor of tho 
scheme shmiowed out in the report, and ull 
present promised to do sometliiug to aid the 
work. 

The report on tho cluiroh Subbiith schools 
in British Cnhunbiu was presented by Hev. 
Mr. Ross. Il showed a very hvrjje increase 
during tho past year, in the niiiiil)er of botli 
ofEcers and teachers, and spoke of tlic grati- 
licalion afl'oriied by the fact that the inter- 
est of tlie people was becoming more and 
more fixed on Sabbath iDstruotion. The 
report wus, on motion, referred to the Gen- 
eral Asrjon.ibly. 

The session then took up the case of Mr. 
J. N. Muir, and the following report of the 
proceedings of synod in the matter : 

"That the Synod sustain the appeal of 
the said .7. N. Muir, and reverse tlio judg- 
ment of tho Presbytery in as much as ho 
was condemned for one charge, while being 
tried for another, and refflr the case back to 
the Presbytery of Columbia, to begin said 
ease at tho point where tho reference from 
St.' Andrew's Session in tho case of J. N. 
Muir was called, and before papers were 
read or parties heard, and deal with the 
said J. N. Muir respecting the contents of 
tho pamphlet entitled "Christianity Dis- 
feraced," either by sending him back to be 
dealt with respecting said publication, by 
the Session of St. Andrew's Church, of 
which he was a mr niber, or immediately by 
tho Presbytery itself, as that court may 
judge most conducive to the interest of the 
Church. 

"Or. Snstain tho appeal of tho said J. 
N. Muir, and reverse the judgment of the 
Presbytery, in as much as he waacondenrned 
for one churge while being tried for another, 
and refer the case back to the Presbytery 
of Columbia, that it may prepare the case 
in its twofolJ aspect as uft'ecting its^olf and 
the Session of St. Andrew's Church, and 
forward all piipers and records bp.aiing on 
the case to a higher court for adjudication. 

" Amendments were made, but no votes 
being taken, the nbove became the finding 
of tho Synod, whereupon Dr. Robinson gave 
notice of complaint to General Assembly 
againiit the decision of the Synod in above 
case for reasons to be hereafter submitted. 

*' It was agreed that Messrs. Douglas, 
Wright and Sutherland be a committee to 
prepare answers to Dr. Robinson's reasons 
for complaint against tho action of the 
Synod in the St. Andrews-Muir case, and 
that the same committee defend the action 
of tho Synod before the General Assembly 
against Dr. Robertson's complaint, aod also 
against tho Presbytery of Columbia in the 
event of an appeal." 

Bev. Mr. McBae, acting as clerk, stated 
that he hod received a letter from Mr.- 
Muir, in which he desired to know the 
names of his accusers, and at the same time 
forwarding a list of persons he wished to be 
snmmoned as wiines.ses. He (the clerk) had 
not summoned any body, and he did not think 
it advisable that the Presbytery should take 
a course dilTerent to that advised by the 
Synod. Those present must remember that 
the Presbytery was not on its trial in this 
matter. All they had to concern themselves 
about was the paiiiplilet of Mr. Muir. en- 
titled " Christiauiiy Disgraced." At tho 
last meeting, tho Presbytery hiul decided 
on adopting this course, and he thought it 
advisable that they should be careful about 
whatever action they took. To avoid the 
action of tho Pn sbylery being again revised 
on a tecliiiicality, ho thought that the re- 
ferences should be called. 

Rev. Mr. Dunn asked whether it was not 
th^ case that, at the meeting of Presbytery 
held in Vancouver, all the papers had been 
read, and it was also asked whether Mr. 
Mi^ir should be heard or not. The applica- 
tion had been sustainod, on the ground of 
the appeal having been refused. 

Rev. P. McF. Macleod said, that the fact 
of the mutter was, that the complaint of the 
Synod was that the Presbytery had been 
considering the reference from St. An- 
drew's when the pamphlet appeared, and 
that, although the proceedings had been 
sisted, the reference had been sus- 
tained, and Mr. Muir had been condemned 
on the latter charge Tho best course ho 
could advise tlicm to purtue wus to begin 
with the pamphlet that led to tho suspen- 
sion of Mr. Muir from church privileges, 
and withdraw the reference in the mean- 
time. 

■ On motion of Mr. Murray the referonce 
was read. The ppeaker thought that both 
matters should be taken up together, be- 
cause the finding of the .Synod wua clearly 
that the Presliytery b.ad to take up the 
reference where proceedings had stopped, 
and, after that, the pamphlet was to be 
considered. 

A long discussion then ensued among 
several of tho roverond gentlemen present, 
as to the advisability of allowing Mr. 
Muir to spenk in his defence, and the right 
of the Presbytery to try him after their 
decision had been reversed by the synod. 

Mr. Muir demimded that the charge 
should he formulated. To say that he was 
simply the author of a pamphlet, was uU to- 
gether too vacue. Was it lying, or deceit, or 
slander that ne was accused of ? 

Tho Clerk ordered him not to interrogate 
(he Court. 

Rev. Mr. Wright then moved that "Mr. 
Muir, ha\ing been given ample opportunity 
to answer questioni put to luin by tho Pres- 
bytery, anil having icfu^ cil to do an, be now 
dealt wi;h according to tho laws of the 
church." 

Mr. Muir, after the motion hud carried, 
said that Iw of i:our.-:e aekiuiwlcdgcd writing 
the paniphh^i, and that ho was nreparcJ to 
prove the slatements in it. 

At this stage (if the proeccding.s the meet- 
ing adjourned till 2;.'!(). 

On resuming Hev. Mr. Wright moved 
that "Inasinucli us .1. N. Muir acknow- 
ledged that ho wus -vuthor of tin; pamphlet 
' Cliristiiiniiy Di.igi at hI,' aud now refuses 
to retract the pnmpidci, as a whole or any 
statements uiado in it, bo k Resolved that 
ho be declared guilty of coutii..-.'"Uous re- 
siatenco to tho authority of the Preai; , tery 
and su.sponded froui active nieuibcrahiii un- 
til he shall retract," 

Mr. Muir objected that ho had no oppor- 
tunity to prove the truth of the statements 
or defend himself, 'and that the Presbytery 
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37 Government Street, Corner of Broughton.

wished him to retract what ha bolioved to 
bo true. Tho Presbytery was afraid to 
give him a chance to provo his statements, 
and sought to block the whole thing by 
asking him to do wli.tt his conBcienco would 
not permit him to do. 

The motion was then put and prevailed. 

Upon tho moderator asking Mr. Muir 
whether ho acquiesced in tho deciaioti, 
that gentleman replied that ho did not, and 
tliat furthermore, it was his intention to 
appeal to tho next general As.sembly. 

The remaiudor of tho afternoon session 
was taken up in assigning stations to tho 
outside church workers, and dividing up 
the district over whiob;they had control, in 
a rather more accurate' manner than for- 
merly. 

Arrangements were then made for tho 
supply and tho necessary aid from the Home 
Mission Fund for the following localities. 
The amounts of tho gran/s ranged from $260 

to S.'iOO:— 

Alberni, Metchosin and Sooko, Delta, 
Victoria West and Cedar, Sapperton, Wan- 
nock, Langley, Mt. Lehman, Tpper Chilli- 
whack, Nicola, Spallumclicen, Vernon, 
Surrey, North Bend, Kamloops. 

Rev. Mr. MoLeod, of Zion church, Van- 
couver, asked for a loan of $250 to his con- 
gregation for one year. The amount was 
needed from the augmentation fund, and he 
hoped that it would be granted. Zion 
church had straggled along unaided' 
for two. years, and during that 
time had not asked a cent of help, from the 
Presbytery. It had been hard work :tb 'get 
a congregation together, and he wished that 
if the amount was granted at all, it should 
be granted freely. 

Rev. Mr. Maxwell, of the First Presby- 
terian Church, Vancouver, rose to object to 
tho request being granted. Tlie truth of 
tho matter was that Vancouver was simply 
over-churc)ied as far as Presbyterians v/ere 
concerned. Zion C'liurcK had been started 
in tho teeth of and in full opposition to his 
own church, and just two blocks away 
from it. Every day his work con- 
flicted with that of Mr. MoLeod, 
and ho would ihink it manifestly 
unfair to the oldest eatabliihcd church in 
Vancouver if tho Presbytery granted aid to 
a building so close to it and encroaching on 
its legitimate field. The speaker then went 
on to give instances of tlie uianner in which 
his work and that of Mr. MoLeod con- 
stantly conflicted. 

Rev. Mr. MoRao, of Nanaimo, and Rev. 
Mr. McMillan, of Mt. Pleasant Church, 
Vancouver, supported the request. Both 
of them pointed out very strcmgly that as 
tho Presbytery had accepted Zion Church, 
they should stand by it and help it through. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod, of Victoria, and Mr. 
McRca, also of this city, looked with dis- 
favor on the application, and Mr. MoLeod, 
immediately afterwards, withdrew it in 
order to prevent tho ca8ting_of an unfavor- 
able vote. 

Tho Presbytery, after winding up some 
minor business, adjourned for prayer, wbioh 
brought the session to a close.

TJIE TREATY. 

The jingo journaliata of the United States 
must gnash their teeth when they read the 
text of the treaty on the Behring Sea ques 
tion which has been submitted to the 
Senate. In that treaty the American nego- 
tiators agree to submit to arbitration quea 
tions which these aamo jingolsta have all 
along assumed to be beyond diaijute. They 
have written reams of able editorials on the 
assumption that the United States has tho 
undoubted right to exorcise exclusive sov- 
eraignty over a largo soation of Behring Sea. 
They have applied tho epithet.4 pirate, rob- 
ber, poacher, and quite a number nf others 
more forcible perhaps, but not altogether tit 
to be mentioned in the hearing of cars 
polite, to the British subject who is so au- 
dacious as to hunt seals in Behring Sea. Yet 
we see that Mr. Secretary Blaine has agreeil 
to submit to arbitration tho question— "Has 
the United States any rights in Behring 
Sea, and if bo what right of protection of 
proper|y in the fur seals frequenting the 
islands of the United States in Behring Sea, 
when such seals are found outside tho 
ordinary three mile limit." 

It must be gall and wormwood to the 
men who have been asserting the right of 
tho United States Government to drive 
erory seal hunter out nf Behring Sea, to see 
the men in authority in tho Republic, tliosc 
who really know mcst about the question, 
admitting that ° there 1% a doubt as to 
whether the United States has the right to 
exercise jurisdiction in tliat aea beyond the 
throe-mile limit. If llie right of the United 
States to the aovcreignty over Behring Sea 
:o the extreme western boundary of the 
' territory purchased from Russia, is as un- 
doubted as these gentlemen have been mak- 
ing it out to be, Mr. Secretary Blaine 
would as soon think of submitting the 
• i[uestion, whether the Government which 
ho serves, has a right to exercise jurisdic- 
tion over the waters of San Francisco 
harbor or Ch'eaepeake Bay, to a board of 
Arbitration composed of foreigners, as he 
would the right of American cruisers to 
seize foreign vessels caught sealing in 
Behring Sea. 

Mr. Blaine, wan, no doubt, wise in sub- 
mitting the Behring Sea question to arbi- 
tration. It is a (luestion whiob can be 
equitably settled by impartial men, who are 
learned in the law of nations, and skilful in 
the interpretation of treaties. We have 
no doubt that if the Senate gives its sanc- 
tion to tlie treaty, tho deciaion at which 
the arbitrators will arrive will bo a just 
one, and will be cheerfully acquiesced in by 
every well diapoaed'Rian in both the British 
Empire and the United States. If the 
claim of the Americans is sound and just, 
tho Senate need not be afraid to submit it 
to arbitration; and if it ia unsound iind un- 
just, it is far better that a sottleincnt should 
ho arrived at in a reasonable and peaceabte 
way, than that the dispute should be kept 
up for an indefinite time longer, and, per- 
haps, be the cause of an expensive, and, in 
every way, a disastrous war. 

There may be some Americans who want 
to include that part of the Pacific Ocean 
Uiiown as Behring Sea in the territory of 
the United States, whether their country 
has a right to it or not; but the great ma- 
jority of the citizens of the United States 
are, wo are satisfied, not disposed to push a 
claim which they l;iiow is groundless. From 
every point of view, then, it ia in tho intor- 
eat of both countries that an impartial tri- 
bunal should decide what ore tho rights of 
tho different nations in Bebring's Sea. 

It is, wo are quite free to admit, impor- 
tant that the seals that frequent the wa- 
ters of the Northern I'aoitio ahould be pro- 
served. Although all the soala that may 
ever swim in that part of the ocean are nob 
worth a war between the United States and 
Groat Britain of six montlis' duration,, their 
preservation, by international agreement, is 
well worth tho expense and care that would 
bo required to make it effeotuaL . Tho pro- 



posed arbitration makes provision for the 
preservation of seal life. Under the pro- 
tection of two such powerful nations as 
Great Britain and tho United States, there 
is no fear that tho fur seal will bo e.xter- 
muated. ; The effeotual ' proteotion of the 
species win noti cost nearly as' much as the 
maintenance of cruisers and tho carrying 
ou of diplomatic negotiations do now. 

The treaty, too, makes provision for com- 
pensating tliose wlio may have auatained ip- 
jury under tho ayatem which has been in 
:foroe during the last fow years. It woji .in-: 
evitablo ittiat, in asserting a jurisdiction 
that was disputed, injury would bo done to 
those who questioned its legality and acted 
upon their convictions. If it is decided that 
tho United States Government has no right 
to exercise authority on the high seaSjOt the 
extreme Northern Paoifio, then tlio owners 
of tho vessels that had been seized and 
stripped, and the men who have bten in. pri- 
soned and suliure<l loaa because llicy were found 
hunting seals outside tho tliree-milo limit, 
have been wronged, and are entitled to com- 
pensation. They will no doubt got a fair 
indemnity for the loss they have suU'ercd if 
the arbitrators decide that the claim to 
exelusivo sovereignty cannot bo sustained. 

Some American jingoists are just now in- 
dulging in a good deal of tall talk about the 
l?^ehring Sea Treaty, but we truat that tlio 
thoughtful part of tho American people, in- 
cluding, of course, tho members of tho Sen- 
ate, see that arbitration is the only reason- 
able and just wny by which the seal fishery 
question can he settled, and that they will 
see that tho treaty which is now bofore 
Congress and tho country, is fair to all con- 
cerned, and provides the meana of equitably 
aettling a dtfBoult and an irritating ques- 
tion and of doing ' away with a dangerous 
source of disagreement between nations 
whoso interest it ia to remain on terms of 
the closest friendship. 

IN THE SIOHT DIRECTION. 

* We are glad to see chat the City Council 
intneds to reconsider its decision with re- 
spect to the City Engineer. Tho oxperi- 
onco of the aldermen must convince them 
that the City needs a man of talent and ox- 
eriooce at the head of its public works de- 
partment. An inexperienced or a stupid 
man could eaaily waste more in a single 
single year by his blundera than would pay 
tho salary of a capable man for several 
years. For instance, the forty thousand 
dollars thrown away on tho Johnston Street 
sower would, if invested at per cent., 
yield two thousand dollars a year in per- 
petuity towards the salary of a (/"liief 
Enciucer. And this is not the only loss 
that the city has sustained for the wanS of 
proper engineering skill to direct tho Cor- 
poration. It ia no more to be expected that 
tho aldermen can dci their own engineering 
than that tliey can be their own lawyers, and 
conduct their own law suits, I'rofossionul 
skill, of a high quality, ia needed now by 
the Corporation, and will always be needed. 
Such skill can never be had cheap, but it is 
true economy to pay for it its price, 
"Cheap" and "nasty" go together in thia 
matter of engineering skill, as in - most 
others. A blunderer and a botch is dear 
at any jlrice. In fact, it would bo good 
cconouiy, in many instances, to pay him 
handsomely to leave things alone. 

A MODEST APPEAL. 

Tlie letter of Mr. .Joshua D.ivics, Presi- 
dent of the r.oard of Directors nf the 
Jubilee Hospital, to His sVorship tlie Mayor 
and Hoard of Aldermen, published in yea- 
terday'a Colo.sist, well deserves the serious 
attention not only of tho C'ity Council but 
of the citizens of Victoria generally. Every 
ono must admit that the Jubilee Ilospital 
ia an excellent institution, and that it ought 
to be kept in a high state of etDcienoy. It 
would bo a disgrace to the city and to the 
province if it were allowed to languish for 
want of support. It is doing good work, 
and the inhabitants of Viotoria are being 
benefitted by it in more ways than one. 
Victoria shgpld therefore do its share to- 
wards keeping it in such a condition as will 
enable it to do tho greatest possible 
amount of good. Its contribution towards 
the support of the Hospital should not be 
fluctuating or uncertain. The management 
ought to be in a position to count with cer- 
tainty upon a steady amount of support 
from the citizens in some degree propor- 
tionate to the benefit they are receiving and 
expect to receive from the Hoapital. They 
arc proverliial for tlieir liberality in reliev- 
ing the necessitous when once they are con- 
vinced that help is needed. Theyjwould 
therefore, we are sure, not object to paying 
a light general tax for the purpose of sup- 
porting tlio Hospital. Voluntary charity fs 
good, and we would be tho last to check it 
in any way, liut it is sometimes capricious, 
and it cannot always bo depended upon 
with certainty by men who in order to 
keep up an expensive institution such as tho 
JSospital are compelled to incur serious 
liabilities. The wants ot tho patients 
do not lluctuato, neither do tho 
expenses. Tho Hospital'a creditors, 
too, are oxceodingly punctual in 
sending in their little bills. To meet all 
demands requires a treasury into which 
steady atrcama aro continually flowing. 
Now tho city whose sick, poor as well as 
rich, aro attended to in the hoapital ahould 
direct into it one of those steady streams. 
It would take very little from eacii bread- 
winner to make a handsome contribution 
which would both increase the efficiency of 
the iostitntion and cheer the hearts of its 
managers. 

Victoria, in its ,corporate capacity, has 
Qs yot done very little for tho Jubileo Hos- 
pital. Why should it not now make an 
efTort and do justice to itself? That §15,000 
debt is a heavy burden on the management. 
The interest at seven per oent. on that sum 
is a severe strain on those who have to^find, 
by hook or by prook,. $26,006 iavery;. year to, 
keep tho hospitni. in Xworkingi order. .i J^hy 



could not thia city relieve them of that 
burden. Fifteen thousand dollars would 
not bo a very large sum for a city like Vic- 
toria to give to BO useful and so necessary 
an institution as a public hospital. Single 
individuals are every day giving a great 
deal more for less beneficent purposes. Two 
gentlemen in this Dominion gave one mil- 
lion of dollars to build a'ld endow a hos- 
pital that was not so greatly needed in tho 
city in which it ia situated as tho Jubileo 
Hospital iu'Victoriu. If thecitizens, then, will 
take upon themselves this debt, of fifteen 
thousand dollars, and make besides, an an- 
nual contribution proportionate to tho pop- 
ulation of tho city and its wealth, they will 
do what is right but not more than thoao 
who know how openhanded they are whe'n 
distress ia to be relieved and suffering alle 
viated would expoot. Let the City Council 
take action iii tho matter and wo feel sure 
that tho great nnijority of the citizens will 
back them up heartily in making a libeial 
responao to Mr. Davies' earnest appeal. 
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POLITICS IN THE WRONO PLACE. 

)V'u see that the Seattle city elections 
were run ou party lines. Republicana 
arrayed themselves against Democrats, 
tliough it would take a lawyer all the way 
from Philadelphia to find out what either 
Kopublicanism or the Democracy had to do 
with tho contest. Tlie questions now be- 
t ween Republican and Democrat are free 
coinage and tariil reform. The City olH- 
cials of Seattle have about as much tods 
with tho coinage of silver and the revision 
of tho tariff as they have with the construc- 
tion of the Mombassa railway and the set- 
tlement of tho Behring Sea dispute. But 
in spite of all that Shakespeare wrote, there 
IS a great deal in a name, particularly in 
politics of all kinds. Tho cabalistic term 
Democrat in Seattle the other day drove 
the Republicans out of ofiSce and hoisted 
the Democrata into the high places of the 
city. It all sounds very queer to ua on thia 
side of tho lino, but we must not forget 
that things just as (|ueer are done in the 
Dominion. Party politics are dragged into 
inattora with which they have no necessary 
connection, and men who do not potsess a 
single qualification for office are pitchforked 
into places of trust and responsibility be- 
cause they wear tho iiopular party colors. 
It would be really as sensible to consider 
party politics in an election of bunk direc- 
tors, or in the oppointment of a manager of 
a canning factory, as to allow political con- 
aidorations to influence a man in voting for 
mayor or town councillor or school trustee 
or other civic oliicial. What is wanted to 
do tho city's business are honest men, in 
tolligent men and men of good business 
ability, no matter what their politics, creed 
or their party name. Politics have played 
the very mischief with city governments in 
I ho States, but in spite of so many terrible 
oxamplea, Seattle has made the issue in its 
civic election political.

So far the steam laundry, of which 
Messrs Arthur, Cotlin and McCrimmon arc 
the owners, is a success.

The 
machinery in the esl ablishnient is all run 
by a 2.')-liorse power steam engine. The 
first process the clothes are put through is 
that of waslliI>!^ They are (irst sorted and 
dumped into two large washing machines, 
which are perfectly round, and have within 
them a vat decorated with little holes, and 
which is a little smaller than the outside 
casing. When the clothes are being washed, 
the smaller vat is turned first to one side 

- and then to tho other alternately, without 
damaging tho articles contained iu it. The 
washing is done simply by the actiou of the 
water in which the small vat rests. After, 
coining out of the washer the clothes are 
tlien put into un . extractor which removes 
every drop of water.' in the olotfies by the 
great rapidity with which it revolves. No 
wringing of the clothes is at dU necessary.

TUE DHDRET SPBEOn. 

Hon. Mil. Tunsuumoved that the House 
go into Coniniitteo of the Whole to 
consider the question of supply to bo 
granted to Her Majesty. He said: 
Mr. Speaker — In making this formal 
resolution preparatory to going into Com- 
mittee of Supply, it is my intention with 
your porniisiion, to follow the time honored 
custom of reviewing the linauceB of the 

■ province, and to maUo a statement on its 
revenues and expenditure. As you are 
aware, sir, there has been, since tlio last 
session of this House, a very important 
change made in connection wiih the finances 
of tho province. I think I am right in 
characterizing it as important, for it is of 
such a nature as to entirely alter the 
method hitherto pursued in respect of th 
public debt, its elloct being to reduce the 
rate of interest that we shall pay on our 
loans, and it also enables tho provinco at 
any time to secure money for ad its legiti- 
ipato requirements, with the certainty of 
getting it on the most favorable terms, 
and at the lowest rate of interest that thi 
position of tho province warrants. In in 
'troducing the Inaoiibed Stock Aot and tin 
'i£oan Act, last Eossion, I said. :thot it was 

■ the intention of the Government to take 
advantage of a favorable condition of tho 
money market, in order to float a loan pre- 
paratory to tho conversion of the loans of 
1877 and 18S7. The rate of interest I then 
proposed, was .TJ per cent., and 'I assured 
you, sir, that I felt confident, though the 
rate of interest was low for a young 
province, still that the Government would 
succeed in placing it, and at such 
a price as to save considerable money in in- 
terest and sinking fund over the other loans. 
Tho plan of issuing this loan before attempt 
ing conversion wua in order to have a ]5rit 
ish Columbia stock quoted on the London 
market, and thus to get a price fixed so as 
to enable thg conversion of the old bonds to 
he dealt wiih intelligently. 

For some mouths after tho close of last sea 
sion the money market owing to serious 
contingencies, was in a very bad condition, 
but in August last the Government was in- 
formed that a very favorable opportunity 
had arisen, and that undoubtedly, if inime 
diato notion were taken, the loan could be 
floated advantageously. Il was felt that 
this was so important a matter, that no tirrje 
should be lost, and it was decided that I 
should go to London at once. I may say 
that, as far as the journey was concerned, 
no time was lost, for I was dining in Lon- 
don in less than thirteen days from the 
time of leaving Victoria. Immediately after 
arrival 1 set to work. The money market 
was, I found, in a very peculiar condition. 
■JSTew South Wales had a short time before, 
through its Agent General, made arrange- 
ments to float a large loan, but met with no 
encouragement, and withdrew; while the 
Domioion ol Canada only a few weeks be- 
fore had met with the same experience. I 
was assured by a good many that there was 
not the ghost of a chance of our little known 
province being successful in borrowing at so 
low a rate of interest, at anything like tho 
price I contemplated. " However, after fully 
inquiring into tho matter I found 
that, though some of the' largo and 
favorite borrowers had not been successful, 
it was not at all on account of scarcity of 
money. On iho contrary, money wusplenti 
fu! and cheap, and it was rather from a 
feeling of caution on tho part of investorj. 
There was evidently an impression that 
some of the oMer colonies hud debts f|uite 
large enough; hut, on tho other hand, lirit- 
ish Columbi.i, though hardly known in the 
London money market, was evidently com 
ing to tho front. There was an idea afloat 
that it was a growing country, that its re- 
sources were great, and that the develop 
ment of these resources must causo proa 
perity. These ideas, though not very de 
cidcd, were manifestly increasing, and led 
to the belief that British Columbia was a 
safe country to which to lend money. 

After consulting a number of the most 
eminent financicn, to whom I had the good 
fortune to be introduced, I found they were 
of the opinion that the opportunity for 
British Columbia was good, mainly from 
the growing conviction of the value of this 
Western province. We werct in fsot, just 
in the nick of time;-that, in the words of 
tho late Baron Bothschild, it was the 
psychological moment. They, however, 
thought the price we named — 86 for a 3 per 
cent, loan— was far too high, as it at once 
placed British Columbia above many of the 
well-known borrowers, and only a little 
below tho Dominion. Their view was that 
we could not expect the public generally, 
to invest in our .'i per cent, at anylliiiig over 
8.1, and that wo should be doing very well 
to get that price. Such being tho jjrevail- 
ing opinion, I reali7,L'd that tho ad- 
mirable scheme that had been propo.'!cd to 
mo by our (Jovernment brokers, Messrs. 
Woolston (t Beeton, Vp'aa greatly in the 
interest of the province. They had secured 
an agreement wi'h a number of thcimost 
inlluential financial firms and corporations 
in London for my acceptance, ollering to 
guarantee the whole of the loan at the price 
of8t). After very carefully considering it, 
I decided that the safe plan wua to accept 
this guarantee, aa probably without it the 
loan — being the first of the kind for British 
Columbia—might not be all subscribed 
Tho acceptance of this guarantee not only 
secured aucocss, but it also secured the 
whole of these inllueutial guarantors in tho 
interest of the provincial credit. 

Ic will ba seen by the papora, relating to 
the loan, Inid before the House, tha't tho 
issue was very largely advertised in Eng- 
land and Scotland. This advertising of a 
thtee per cent. Inscribed Stock for British 
Columbia, drew tho attention of people all 
over Oreat Britain to our provinco, and the 
circulars that I issued to accompany the 
prospectus, giving in a condensed form 
particulars respecting tho business of the 
province, helped to enlighten a largo num- 
ber about the resources and ..capabilities ol 
British Columbia, and created a great deal 



of interest. The ai^ications from thergen- 
eral public for the loan amounted to about 
£117,000, the halanoo of the £200^080 had 
to be taken by tho guarantors, who were re- 
sponsible for tho Y/holo. This showed con- 
clusively that tho province had .got tho 
highest price ipossible for its issue, and 
pointed to tho fact that the commission 
paid to the guarantors, was all flaved by 
tho higher price wo thus obtained. The 
Buooess of the loan gave British Columbia 
at once a very prominent place in 
the quotations on the stock exchange. 
The position and value of a country's loans 
— its credit in fact— is shown by tho price 
at which the public will buy its securitica, 
that is, the rate of return that investors are 
willing to accept for their monoy. The 
higher the position ond creditof tho country 
is, the lower investors are willing to take for 
their monoy. JJn referring to the list of 
subscribed loans we find they rank as fol- 
lows: —

And others still higher. 

This shows that the cost to British Co- 
lumbia for her new loon ia less than that of 
all tho Colonies but three; apd recent ad- 
vices quote British Columbia three per 
cents as held at 80i, and that, after tho 
half year's dividend of il.lOs. per cent 
had been puiil, thus indicating tFiat they 
may reach 87 to 88 per cent before the next 
dividend is due. This is of much impor- 
tance for our conversion scheme. I have 
heard it said that British Columbia would 
have done better by borrowing at a higher 
rate of interest, and in the old form by 
bonds, and that by issuing in that way at 
say, '.\\ per cent, all tho money she wanted 
could bo got in tho province, and heavy 
charges for exchange and incidentals would 
thus have been saved. But I think I 
can show you that the new method 
is infinitely better and cheaper. 
The advocates of higlior interest 
say that tho increased rato enables you to 
sell nearer to par, and consequently 
eirecta a saving in the discount. But, if we 
refer to the Stock Exchange (piotatious, we 
find that the loans at low rate of in- 
terest seem to bo • the favorites, and 
buyers are well satisfied to take .'5 per cent, 
at a better proportionate price than those 
hearing a higher rato of interest. This 
feeling in favor of threes arises no doubt 
from tho greatly increased value that will 
attach to such loans aa they approach re- 
demption, owing to tho large bonus. 1 was 
very careful to ascertain before iesuing the 
3 per ceut. whether a 3^ per cent, would ba 
as good or better for our province. I found 
that really there need be no doubt on tho 
subj'jct, for though I could get u 3 per cent, 
guaranteed at 8G, I could not get a 3^ per 
cent, thought of at over 03, and it was 
doubtful at that. Now, a 3^ issue at 0.'! 
would have cost us yearly, including the 
bonus on redemption, £3 I6s. 5d. percent., 
while our 3 per cent, at 8G only costs us 
£3 12a. 2d. I refer to our loan as costing 
£3 123. 2d, per cent. In reality what we 
have to pay out yearly on it is £3 Oa. 9d. 
per cent. It arises in this way : As fot 
ev.ery £100 nominal wo iasuo we 
only receive £8G. £3 per annum 
in £8G equals £3 9a. 9d. per ceut. 
Tho discount of £14 is provided for in our 
sinking fund of 1 per cent, per annum. 
This sinking fund pays off tho entire loan in 
rather under fifty years. 

To illustrate our position still further ; — 
Compare the present loan with that of 1S87. 
The rate of interest on that issue was i\ per 
cent., and the loan sold at 9SJ, — a very good 
price, indeed, at the time ; but the cose to 
the provinco at this rate is £1 lis. (id. per 
cent. That loan shotdd, in order to havo 
been as cheap to the provinco aa the 3 per 
cents, have been sold at £121). At that price 
it would have cost us £3 I2s. 8d. per cent. 
Ueforo passing on, I wish to refer to the 
bogey of discount. This seems to frighten 
Bonio people, though all tho best loaus were 
below par (even English consols). They 
would quite agree, that to borrow money at 
3i per cent, is very cheap, but tho discount 
staegera them. Well, sir, what are the 
facts ? Take our loan — it is nominally for 
£200,000 at 3 per cent.— but, in reality, 
what wo borrow is £172,000, not, it ia true, 
at 3 per cent., but at a little under 3i per 
cent. Tho true test is, what does your 
money cost you V At present it costs British 
Columbia £3 Os. 9d, and at the end of fifty 
years ,£14 additional has to be paid, but 
thia £14 is all provided for in the 
sinking fund, which pays olT tho whole. 
If the advocates of higher interest 
would think, they woulil etc tho 
folly of their proposition. Say, for 
instancn, the loan was i-isueil at .'ij per cent, 
instead of 3. At that price they wotild 
not get par at any rate until tho credit, of 
the province is establialicd, and l\vy would 
still have to set aside \ jjer cent, per an- 
num sinking fund — so they virtually throw 
awiiy lialf per cent.; and when you consider 
that J per cent, per annum paya oil' the debt 
in less than 50 years, it is easy to realize tho 
fact that the half per cent, extra paid for in- 
terest might have been used instead to pay off 
half the debt. 

Now sir, as to being able to borrow in 
tho province, it is possible we might have 
got the £200,000 ; but certainly at not so 
low a cost, and we should have done noth- 
ing to place the credit of tho provinco on a 
good looting. We had to look to the 
future. It is certain that loans will have 
to be resorted to from time to time in 
order to get money for great 
public works. It was felt to be 
of the utmost importance with respect to 
our finances that the provinco should not 
have to depend on financial companies or a 
limited number of private lenders, but 
should be able to go to the world for its 
money, and that it Should know before- 
hand, with approximate certainty, what it 
will have ' to pay. Tho system instituted 
lia.s fully accomplished thia. The provin- 
cial securities are now regularly bought and 
sold on tho London nuirkot, and their value 
is known. Then, when additional money is 
required, the Oovernmeiit in power can rely 
on floating their loans at near tho market 
rates, and at a very amall cost for in- 
cidentals. Having referred to expenses, I 
may say, sir, that the cost for issuing our 
£200,000, appear to 1)3 heavy, tho expenses 
attending a first loan of the kind being 
creator than in future would bo necessary. 
In the present case, though wo have only 
issued £200,000, arrangements have hc(^ii 
made for tlie issue of tho additional £,")00,000 
authorizsd to bo raised, and the ' ex- 
penses already incurred cover a groat part 
of that required for tho whole issue. 
Tho foundation has been laid, and any fu- 
ture borrowintf will simply be by adding to 
the present 3 per cent, loan, and this can 
bo done at near' the ' price of the day, at 
very small cost. I niay add ' that the cost 
of the present loan, when conversion is com- 
plete, will not bo over Ig per cent, and any 
further issues will coat about IJ per cent. 

I havo said thai; ilio position obtained by 
tho province will enable it to get what 
money it requires, and to got it cheaply, but 
there ia a qualification to put in hero. 
Borrowing must be with discretion, I have 
already referred to the impression in the 
minds of financiers in London, . lost year, 



that some of the great colonies had bor- 
rowed quite as much as thoy ought to do, 
and, therefore, though their loans stood at 
a good price, thoy found it difficult to got 
more money. The same would apply to 
British Columbia. As long, however, as her 
borrowings are mainly for the purpose of 
such public works aa will tend to improve 
and develop tho province, and thereby in- 
crease the population and .revenue without 
unduly taxing the people, there will now 
bo no difficulty in obtaining all the money 
she can legitimately require, and at. the 
easiest rates. ,.;Bat.the line must b.e . droiwn 
there. ' 

Our present position, as. I shall- show 
more fully, when I deal with, the' question 
of revenue, makes ii plain that loans wisely 
expended add to (h<i ittvenue,'and hence inj 
crease the 'security 'to th^ .lender. Our 
estimato of revonno for 1890, based on the 
result of the current year, shows bliat 
though, owing to tho change in the land 
laws, tho revenuo under land sales will bo 
statio}iary and even fall oil'; still the 
revenue from other sources is more 
than that of the past year. Thero ia, in 
fact, a healthy increase in tho total. Thia 
ia of tho utmost importance, in view of the 
contemplated early convoraion of tho old 
loans. I havo alluded to tho reduction of 
revenuo from land sales. This arises, sir, 
from the change in tho land laws, by which 
public lands are withdrawn from salo. 
except under special ciroumstancea, thus 
keeping tho capital of tho country in 
the form of ita public landa in the hands of 
tho provinco, only to bo disposed of to 
actual bonajidc settlers. It ia confidently 
believed that though this withdrawal of 
landa from sale in largo blocks will reduce 
tho revenue from that source for a time, it 
will soon produce more revenue from tho 
increased number of sottlera on tho land. 
There is no disputing tho fact that increased 
population adda to tho wealth of tho pro- 
vinco, and TOO aottlera each owning 100 
acres is better for our credit than eii;ht 
largo proprietory with 2,000 acres c;ich. 
I touch on this matter here, sir, because tho 
credit of the provinco —tho quotation of 
its securities — is so intimately connected 
with its revenuo, and it is important to call 
attention to ithe fact, that, though for a 
time our receipts from land sales' may do- 
clinei our other sources of rovenuo 
steadily give an increase without an in- 
crease of taxation, and that the province, 
besides this revenue, is keeping in reserve, 
in its hand, the strongest card in the form 
of its twcr hundred million acres of public 
land as a security for investors. 

By your permission, Mr. Speaker, I will 
now turn to the Public Accounts and Esti- 
matea. As tho estimates for next year aro 
based on the results of tho past and the 
present year, I will first take up tho Public 
Accounts to ,'lOlh June last. The revenue 
for that year exceeeded the estinuite made 
of it by some ?,-)0,000. Thia arose princi- 
pally from the real property tax, which 
ahowed JjlCOOO increase; registry fees in- 
crease, !j2f),000 ; personal property, §0,000 ; 
and provincial revenuo, S7.80O. These 
hardly call for coininent. They indicnto, 
however, pretty clearly tho progress of tho 
provinco. The expenditure for tho same 
tin;e exceeded the rovenuo by $110,000. 
Tbia arose largely from the deciiion of lust 
session togoonwith largo public works early 
in the year, and the House voted some $1 38,- 
000 for thia purpose, which waa brought to 
accountin 1890-1. When on tho estimates last 
year, I said that at the end of the year we 
should probably have in hand Bomo §80,000, 
we really, however, found ourselves on the 
1st July last with considerably more to 
begin the next year on, as owing to receipts 
from EOuri$es independent of regular revenue 
wo bad $135(000. To arrive at our position 
when the next financial year begins on 1st 
July next we have to take into account the 
receipts up to date ; but, as by far the 
largest part of our revenue comes in during 
tho laat half of the year, we have to estimate 
it. Wo find, sir, pretty conclusively that 
it will come to such an amount ss to leavo 
us to begin 1S92-3— the year for which tho 
estimato now in your hands is framed — with 
about, including loan, .?S0O,000. 

ff we now refer to these Kstiiiiates for 
1892.3, we find lliu revenuo put down at 
§l,0ij5,4ljt, an increase over the amount for 
the prcociit year of about SluO.flOO, There is 
aninereuEe olSij,000from miners' certificates. 
This is likely to arise under the mining 
developments "now in progress at Kootenay 
and eljewhere. General mining receipts, 
for the same reason, give an increase of 
§4,000; and, as prosperity should add to 
happiness, we put down an increase of 
§1,000 under marriage licenses. I am not 
sure whether any members -of this House 
will help to increase this personally. Then, 
under provincial property tax, there is an 
increase of .S2.'),tOO; wild land, §45,000, thi.i 
latter ari.sing from the change in rate; pro- 
vincial revenue tax, increase, §5,000 ; 
registry fees, increase, $16,000. These 
are the most important sources of 
increaae. They hardly require comment. 
They arise, as I havo before said in refer- 
ring to last year, principally from tho 
growth of population and wealth. Tliurc 
aro, ho.vovcr, two Hnca r;! rovenuo which, 
in the usual course, would show a large in- 
creaae, but which wo put down the same aa 
laat year. These aro land sales, ,'?2U0,000, 
and real property tax §100,000. They uro 
very important factors in our revenue, and 
call for special notice. As you aro all fully 
aware, unilcr the new Land Act, no public 
land is to be sold in largo blocks, conse- 
quently an actual reduction in revenue 
ndglit be looked for under thia head. The 
land that will bo disposed of to actual 
settlers coming princip.illy, as it vir- 
tually does, under tho pro cmption clause, 
will jroduco small revenue for a time; 
but there ia a quantity of land acquired, or 
to ho acquired, under tho old act, the pay- 
hient for which will come into next year. 
And, beyond this, as tho Governor in Coun- 
cil can soil land by auction for townaitca 
and other special purposes, theso sales will 
undoubtedly for some length of time pro- 
duce a coDSidorablo revenue, while in a few 
years the pre-empted lands will give a 
steadily increasing revenue from real and 
personal property tax. 

Tlio other important line of revenue put 
down the saino aa the present year ia tho 
real |)roperty tax. This at lirst sight may 
look to bo incorrect aa, especially in view of 
the general increase of wealth, this amount 
should augment; but thero ia a special 
causo for tlii.s auin being apparently station- 
ary — it ia not really so. It comes largely 
from tho great increase of munici- 
cipalities. Tliere are applications in .now 
for, I think, for seven now municipalities, 
and as they take tho real property tax it will 
sweep out of our rovenuo some §30,000; so 
that in reality there ia a larger amount paid 
under this head than now, but so much of 
it goes into the pocikets of, tho municipali- 
tioa. Of course, sir, on the other hand, the 
formation of muuidipalllies should reduce 
our expenditure, as '^hen thoy get tho tax 
thoy uro supposed , to j. do all their, own pub- 
lie works. I say - supposed, but, .there ia a 
supposition the ottfer way, 'too. It is often 
remarked that these municipalities after 
being formed' do not tax themselves, but 
look to tho Government still to carry on 
tlieir public work. This, I hardly think, 
can be the caso from what wo know of the 
ropresentativea from the district where 
theso nmnicipulities are as thick 
as blackberries. They would never 



consent to take publio money under such 
conditions ! There is 'one 'very important 
line which I have ' left to the last. It 
is that of the grant pf.r capita from tho 
Dondnion Government. This gives an actual 
increase of $20,213, tho total being now 
874,213, based on a. population of 92,707. 
Wo havo hitherto been paid on a population 
of 00,000. This is an important gain ; but 
we havo every reason to believe that tho 
population is at least 110,000 to 115,000, 
and very strong representations have been 
made by tho Government to the .Dominion 
on this point, showing,' -I] tftink, 'conclu- 
sively that we are entitled' to. some $8,000 to 
$10,000 more. ' , ■ • - i ■ 
'On turning now to. the "other side, we 
find ('the' 'expenditure -is - $1,2.73;550, an 
'excess over revenue ,of' ^18,090. This 
excess has, hbwevor.,Hbeen fully provided for 
by the loan, which was raised especially for 
the purpose of carrying on extensive publio 
works and a general survey, without which 
tho country will either stand still or recede. 
The largest expenditure, it will be seen, is 
under public works, which amounts to 
§411,3r)0— about a third of tho whole. It 
is unnecessary for mo to weary tho House 
by going into the details of tho expendi- 
ture. It is carefully calculated with tho 
view to promoting the welfare and progress 
of tho province. The next large line of 
expenditure, ia that for education, §211,790; 
but from thia has to be deducted 
tho refund from cities of §42,000, 
leaving §k;'.).7!IO aa tho total — an 
increase of §l;2,000 over the current 
year. This is one of the growing expendi- 
tures that must be risen to, and of whicl: 
we cannot complain. It is certain that will 
our pleasant climato and surroundinga, tbe 
main causo for thia expenditure — children — 
will atcadily continue to increase, and must 
bo provided for. It reminds ono of Tenny- 
aon's Brook, "Men may come and men may 
ijo, but I go on forever. " But ua this is a 
subject on which the Minister of Edncalion 
has had so much experience, I will leave 
this sleady increase fur him to revel in, at! 
ding thereto the amount on tho estimates 
some §24,000 for school buildings. Thero ia 
a moderate increasu under tho head of 
Civil Government Salaries of about §12,000, 
and Administration of Justice Salaries, $13,- 
000, arising simply from increase of work 
and tho extension of the Government,ofliccs 
throughout the province. 

In view of the important financial ar 
rangemcnts which we purpose shortly to 
conclude, I refer to the conversion of the 
old debts. It is important to ootice the ex- 
pansion of our revenue. In 1888-9 it was 
$700,770, and in 1802-3 it will be at least 
$0o5,4ti-l, an increase of about 50 per cent. 
It is evident that by 1805 6 it will amount 
to §1,(300,000 at least, and that without 
additional taxation. Tho increase of ex 
penditure in the current term has been 
somewhat less than .SO per cent, and a large 
part of this expciidituro heiug for public 
works, which in that term amounts lo 
§1,353,000. This, of course, ia paid for by 
the loans. If wo eliminuto this from tho 
expenditure, we lind that in 1888 tho cost 
of runniut; the country was §(310,403, and 
in 1 892-3 §802,200. 'J'luia, whilst revenue has 
in that time increased by 50 per cent, ex 
penditure, including tho heavy sums for 
education, has increased only 3G per cent. 
In reference to tho conversion of the old 
loan, I wibh to explain that the issue of the 
£200,000 was preparatory to this. By this 
issue wo get a ISriiish Columbia 3 per ceut. 
Inscribed Stock quoted in the London 
market, and thereby are able to arrive nt 
tho real value of our securities, thus 
enabling conversion to be intelligently dealt 
with. Should we succeed in converting 
these old . loans, it will save tho country 
about $20,000 in interest and sinking fund, 
and release, for tho use of tho Provinco, 
about $300,000 of sinking fund now lying 
idle in London. . 

Under miecellaneous, there !s an increase 
of about §20,000. There are some very im- 
portant und beneficial expenditures grouped 
here, notably, §5,000 for tho Jmperial In- 
stitute and $5,()00 for .the Chicago World's 
Fair. All agree that the province should 
he represented at those great centres, und 
wo hope to do it well. It will be seen that 
the Government has not overlooked the sick 
and poor, tho vote for hospitals and chari- 
tiis being §42,000, or §12,000 over last 
year. This is a vote which coninieiids it 
self to ]!riti;h Columliiana. It expresses 
their proverbial liberality. I have not yet 
r. ferrtd to tho expendiiuro under Public 
Uebt. I'his liaa gone up abrjut §4 1 ,000, 
and ari.sca largely from the new loan, 
ing for sinking fund anil interest, §;:iS,800. 
This of ilself strikingly shows the advan 
tage of tho new l>jan and its cheapness. If 
you compare it with the other loan you see 
that whiliit thia cost §38,800 annually, the 
1SS7 loan cost , ¥08,288, and the 1887 cost 
§.')8,200. These figures speak for themselves 
As has been already slated, the excess of 
exiiendilure over revenuo has been proviiled 
for by tho loan, so that at tho end of th 
next financial year — that is on .30th Juno, 
1 803 — we shall slill have on band approxim- 
ately §600,000, and that with an increasing 
revenuo. 

I don't think, Mr. Speaker, it is nocea 
sary fur ine to say much more at this time, 
as owing to the very dry character of the 
subject, I feet sure that all honorable gentle- 
men will be getting wearied. I have en- 
deavored to show in as condensed a manner 
aa possible tho exact position of ourfinancts 
at the jiresent tiiiio, and tho probabilities 
for ihe future. 1 havo fully explained the 
issue of the 3 per cent, loan, and tho ad- 
vantage to the Province of that transaction, 
and 1 have alluded to tho importance 
of being cautious now that tho Province 
can borrov/ cheaply not to borrow 
loo much. All tliia, sir, has been 
of the nature of dry figures. I might 
havo been templed to branch oil" into poetry 
to relieve the monotony, but tho cyo of tho 
junior member for \a\o prevented me, and 
I remember when on ono occasion I did 
vcnturo on a fiighl of that kind, ho raised 
the House on ine, and, aa a rcuiilt, wc had 
hardly anything else but poetry during the 
rest of the session, tho whole led by tho 
hon. gentleman who still so earnestly 
watches me, and who presently will essay 
to demolish all I have said. But ho will, 
if he tries, only waste his power, and so be 
had bettor advise his follow inembers of the 
Opposition and also tho dependent Indepen- 
dents that our position is too strong. I 
now move that you do leave tho chair. 
(Applauee). 

lloK. Mr. Beavek complained that tho 
Minister of Finance hod departed from tho 
usual custom in taking up tho discussion of 
tho estimates tho day before it was proposed 
to take them up. 

Ho\. Mr. TiiusKii corrected tho hon, 
leader of the Opposition. He said ho had 
informed him (Mr. •Beaven) on Tuesday 
evening last that he would take up the dis- 
cussion lo-day. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn replied that, at any 
rate he was,not quite prepared to discuss 
the estimates, for the reason that ho hnd 
not brought to tlic House several papers 
and books he had generally used in going 
into matters of this kind. This was one 
thing which hampered him in , criticising 
the budget speech ; but thoro was still an- 
other feature to which ho wished to direct, 
the attention of tho House, That was, 
that for the second session now there had 
been no report from a committeeof thoHouso

PROVINOIAL LEGISLATURE.

known us tho I'liblio Accounts committee- 
For some reaaon or other tliut conimittet 
had been unublo to meet and go into tlie 
. public accounta, so tliut ilio House was in 
-practical ignorance of the whole question 
of finance and expenditure. Then, again, 
tliere waa formerly a return brought down 
to tho House each year showing revenue 
and oxpeudituro froui iluno MO to Dec. 31 
of each year, this being a suppleuieutury 
return to iho public accounts report. Ho 
thought that, as the Public Acjounts coui- 
niittee had not done anything to look info 
tho tinnucea of the province, a Royal Com- 
mission should be appointed to take up tho 
work. 

' Hon. Mi£. Roiison — ^Yhoso fault is it that 
the Public. Accouula conuuitleo has dOU' 
work 1 

Hon. Mil. RuAVKN replied that the 
trouble was, that so many members of the 
House were on other uonunitteca, that they 
had no time to attend to the work of tho 
Public Accounts connnitteo. Kow, he said, 
it was a foot that every mondjer of tho 
House wanted to know about the tiuances 
of. the province, and liere, for fully two 
years, theru had not been one iota of infor- 
, mation had from ony iudepondent source. 
He" libped this would bo corrected. 
' ' He- had Btill another cause for complaint, 
he said. It was because the return . he had 
asked for, and the House had decided _ he 
should (;et, relative to the issue of Inscribed 
Stock of the province, had been brought 
down by the Hon. Finance Minister, in a 
inost incomplete form, and did not give 
half tho information desired or rc»iuired. 
This was, he claimed, simply in pursuance 
of tho general policy of tho Govornmeut, 
which was to conceal ag far as possible 
from members of tho House and from tho 
country,' true and complete information of 
what they were doing. (L:uigliter. ) Under 
section -XX of tho Fmancial Act, it was ex- 
. preasly stated that tlie Finance Minister 
should lay before tlie Houso every session 
of the Legislature au abstract of the pro- 
vincial expenditure and receipts up to the 
latest date possible. 

Ho.v. Mit. TuiiNEii — Yes ; some time 
during the session (lauyhter). 

Hon. Mr. Beavk.v coutiuued that he sup- 
posedjthe Finance Minister would consider 
ho had complied with tha requirements of 
tho law if he laid the abstract referred to 
before the Houso on tho very last day of 
the session ; but that wua only one way of 
really evading the law and depriving tho 
House of tho information to which it was 
entitled. Ho ridiculed the hon. Finance 
Minister's remarks about what he (Mr. 
Turner) had done in Loudon, and 
said that tho hon. gentleman would 
seem to ' lay claim to having done 
what no other Financial Minister 
had erer done or would ever have been able 
to do. As a matter of faot, the financial 
traQsactions of the Province of British 
Coluhibift were but a drop in tho bucket, 
and could have no effect on the money 
markets of the old world one way or tho 
-other. As to the actuah proceeds of tho 
loan, he said it was a great shame the way 
the money had gone. Here was the sum of 
£200,000, for which the province had made 
itself liable, and liad only received in return 
therefor, come §SOI),0Of) in actual cash. Ho 
was not blaming the Minister of Finance so 
much, for ho believed ho (Mr. Turner) had 
done as well as any other Minister of 
Finance could have done. The argunienta 
of the hon. Minister of Finance had gone to 
show that Pritish CoUnnbia Iiiacrihecl Stock 
was a good investment for the capitalists 
who Irad money to loan, but that did not 
argue anything in favor of tho province. 

Hon. Mk. Rouson — Ves. it does. It 
establishes our credit in the money markets 
of the world. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Peavkn continuing, gave tho 
Minister of Finance credit for having taken 
advantage of tho Imperial Statute and 
issued ,the Insoiibed Stuck. He, (Mr. 
Turner), had nothing to be ashamed of in 
connection with tliis matter, but he had 
certainly done nothing to boast of, and had 
■ no riglit to cl-iiin any credit for doing just 
what any other nun would havo done. Re- 
ferring to the estimates, he, (Mr. Beaven), 
said that past experience had shown they 
■were utterly unreliable and there was 
iittle or no use discussing them. 
The estimated receipts and the 
actual receipts were so divergent, that it 
would be a waste of time to attempt to 
criticise them. There was . one thing 
though, ha regretted to see. That was that 
tiie province was rapidly going ahead on 
the wrong side of the ledger. There was a 
great breach between the actual receipts 
and expenditures. He thought tho Gov- 
ornmeut was spending too iiiu jh money in 
proportion to the amount received, aud 
either the taxes were not collected or the 
population was not increasing. Ho com- 
plained that tho publio land, of which the 
price was ostensibly .'Jj per acre, was being 
sold at §1 to .?2.50 an aero, principally at SI 
per acre, and again contended, as he had 
done before, that the Houso should set tho 
price on the land, and not leave 
it to the discretion of the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works to say 
whether the price should be .?1 per acre or 
$o.. He also complained that the returns 
brought down to tho House from time to 
time were not printed in the sessional 
papers for tho information of members. 
This, he said, was another example of the 
policy of the Governnieut in endeavoring to 
conceal their doings front the people. 

Mr. KeiJiIB continued the debate. Ho 
was astonished, ho said, that tho district 
of West Kootenay which was, witliout 
doubt, one of the richest in the province, 
had not been more liberally dealt 
with in the estimates. Referring 
to the Slocan Land Reserve question, ho 
said, he was surprised to see from a return 
tliat had been brought down by tho Pro- 
vincial Secretary, that tho (iovernment had 
put a reserve on that land on the single and 
unsup[)orted representation of one Charles 
E. Taylor, who was u man of no reputation 
■whatever. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— Don't say that. 
Some hon. members — No, no. 
Mr. Kei.uk— I am prepared to back up 
what I say, and I know what I am talking 
about. He declared that it was no credit 
to tho Provinco to have a Uovernment in 
power that could bo so easily mis- 
led. The GoTornment should have in 
a matter like that of the Siooan land re-, 
serve, listened more to tho representations 
•of their own agents in the district and less 
to outsiders. The district of West Kooi;e- 
nay,he said, had not been spoon-fed, but, on 
the contrary, had paid dollar for dollar in 
the way of revenue, and he thought it should 
be apparent that it wafl the duty of tho Gov- 
ernment to put such a rich and prosperous 
district on its legs and do tho riglit thing in 
the way of building roudu, trails, etc., to 
open the country up. He also would like 
to SCO the Government appoint a provincial 
geologist and spend S-i,000 to $5,000 a year 
in this way so as to muko tho resources of 
tho provinco known. The Government 
should also diyido tho district and put a 
couple of live (iovernment agents up there 
who would do Bomo work instead of repeat- 
ing nursery rhymes and silly twaddle. Ho 
(ilr. Kellie) would say, to the credit of the 
Government, that every dollar of tho money 
.granted by the Houso last year for West 



Kootenay district, had been properly and 

judiciously expended. 

iMu. H.u.r, replied to Mr. Kellie. Ho did 
not think it fair to call upon tho Government 
to build trails and ruuds on tho strength of 
rumors as to tho wealth of any particular 
district. Ho also defended the aetionofthe 
Government in nidecting their present re. 
prpscntalive in Kooten iy. 

Coi-. BAKKit declared himself a brother 
in adversity with Mr. Kellie, his district 
not having obtained an appropriation .such 
as it ought to have. 

Mk SuMt.iN wished that the Minister of 
Finance, who was also Minister of Agricul- 
ture, had given tho Ifouso some informa- 
tion as to tho latter dopartmcnt. His hon. 
friend claimed that tho Government had 
done a great deal towiuds bringing about 
the present prosperous state of the pro- 
vince, l)ut ho ( Mr Senilin) believed it was 
but the course of events, and not the policy 
of tho Government — for tho Government 
had no stability and no policy. Anything 
tho Government had done they were obliged 
to do owing to tho force of public opinion. 
In comparing the distribution of public 
funds in the various districts, he found that 
tho injustice dono was greater than over. 
Districts which contributed liberally to tho 
public revenue were put off with paltry 
allowances, while sections which contribu- 
ted but little were liberally provided for in 
the estimates. Ho showed that \'ictoiia 
contributed $22,000 to the public exchequer, 
and a sum of $16,000 was appropriated. In 
the Island district $5,000 is to be expended, 
while that section contributed $22,000. In 
bis own district, which had Contributed 
.?0.'>.OOO, provision had been made but for 
622,000. He spoke of sevwal works necessary 
in his own district, and said that tlie 
amount provided for in the estimates 
would not cover tho cost of what was re- 
quired. Ho asked what had been done 
with the petition presented, praying for tho 
construction of a bridge ncross the Thomp- 
son River at Kaniloops. Having com- 
plained that public works were not carried 
out by contract, as was thoprosumed policy 
of tho Government, he asked if any provis- 
ion had been made for tho Crofters, and 
said that with all tho increase of prosperity 
and expansion of revenue, it was slrango 
that the (loTernment was called upon to gn 
into tho markets of tho world and seek to 
borrow money. Concluding, Mr. Scmlin 
regretted that tho Attorney-General had 
left his seat, as there was a matter which 
ho would like to have alluded 
to, were that gontleniun present. 
It appeared that the Attorney-General had 
started a Government organ to run tho 
machine after his own views, aud how the 
two Government newspapers were going to 
harmonize, ho could not understand. One 
of them had represented the Government 
for years, and yet a member of the Govern- 
ment had decided' upon taking action 
against the old Glovernment organ for libel. 
It was the straDgesti piece of Government 
tactics or newspaper tactics he had ever 
heard of. Did the Government support tho 
Attorney-General's newspiiper, or did that 
gentleman start the organ to represent his 
own particular views? If there was not 
harmony in tho Cabinet on this point, what 
might tbey expect? Was one paper ropre- 
senling the (J overnment, and the other tho 
Att.trney-( iencral, and those who partiru- 
larily fell in v.ith Ids views? He regretted 
the Attorney-General was not in his place, 
or he would havo more to say on the point. 

Jilu. Maiiti.n defended tho action of the 
Guvcrniiient, and contendeil that the ap- 
propriations were as liberal ond as fairly 
divided as po.^siblo. In reply to the inem- 
h'jr for West Kooten.ay, ho said that that 
gentleman was unreasonable in supposing 
that the Government could expend money 
in th(! op'jriiug up of roads and trails to un- 
developed and unknown mines in the Koote- 
nay dibtricl. The old-timers packed their 
stufi' to tlie mines now establislied in that 
onuntry, and when it wiis proven that tho 
mineral wealth had been discovered and 
work in operation, then the (iovernment 
made tho roads. He would like to .see tho 
Kootenay country developed, believing that 
there was immense wealth there, and the 
Governii.ent would he happy to assist in 
this development. Tho country was rich, 
for he had read in a newspaper, the other 
day, that his hon. friend from West Koote- 
nay (Mr. Kellie) was a millionaire. 

iMn. Kkm.ik— That appears in the At- 
torney-General's paper. (L'uughter). I 
wish I were a millionaire. 
Mr. Martin— So do I. 
Mr. Kei.lie— If I were I would giro tho 
Attorney-General .?20,QOO to help to wipe 
out that terrible Coi.o.visT with its flaming 
headlines. (Laughter). 

Mr. Sword criticised the estimates at 
considerable length, and moved the adjourn- 
ment of tho debate. 

QOESHON OP privilxok. 
Mr. KrroiiBN rose to a question of privi- 
lege. He , complained that a copy of a bill 
printed in the Goveromont printing office, 
which had not been yet submitted to the 
House, had been tendered and accepted as 
evidence in court in Westminster in a mat- 
ter affecting tho election of Reevo for the 
municipality of Richmond. He wished to 
know by what authority tho (Jneen's 
printer had furnished a copy of that bill, to 
be used in evidence in court, before it had 
been been submitted to the House. 

Hon. Mr. Roiison explained that the 
Reeve of Richmond was in town some time 
ago, and bad received a printed copy of 
same proposed amendments to the Munici- 
palities Act, with his (Hon. Mr. Rohaou's) 
consent. 

Mr. Kitciii-;n complained that tho 
Queen's Printer would not give him (Mr. 
Kitchen) a copy of a bill before it was sub- 
mitted to the House. 

HoH. Mr. Robson — And quite right. 
This was not a copy of a bill, but a few 
amendments. 

Mr. Kjtciikn further objented that a 
certain petition from one of tho municipali- 
ties of his district, a| plying for tho ap- 
pnintmcnt of a Royal Commission, had 
been altogether ignored by the Govcrnmonc. 

Hon. Mr. Roiwon replied that this 
was not so. Tho reason that the petition 
did not come up was that he had subse- 
quently received a letter from the chief 
kicker, withdrawing bU objections.

Nanaimo, March 10.— The Fish Commis- 
sion sat yesterday afternoon, Conimiaston- 

ers ^VilInot and Armstrong being present. 
WuUei' Koose, exaiiiiued, stated that ho 
was in the fish business. Uo had ten boats 
fJshing for tho last three months. Princi- 
pally pink colored salmon wore caught. Ho 
also caught trout, which had never been 
seen on the Pacific Coast before. ,A prac- 
tical fisherman had informed him that 
turbot go in the deepest water. Hitherto 
he hod only fished a depth of 150 fathoms. 
Tliero were halibut on the Coast, but not in 
great (luantities. Ho referred to the her- 
ring oil factories, stating that wherever 
these were established the herring fishery 
bad been destroyed. 

In reply to Mr. Wilniot the witness said 
that attempts had been .made of an experi- 
mental nature to see if deep sea fishing was 
profitable. 

Frank Vozza, an Italian, formerly en- 
|iiged in salmon fishing on tho Frasor river, 
juc at present do(>fiah fishing, was desirous 
of getting a license to fish in the Fraaer river 
and other districts, but had been refused. 
During the time ho had fished in the Fraaer 
river his catches were from 10 to 500 salmon 
a day. Ten cents a piece were generally 
paiil. 

1). S. M>;Pouald gave informution regard- 
ing Fishhook, Thunder and Trobois I.,akes, 
connected with tiie stream which ruua into 
the b.ay. A dam had been placed across tho 
streuin. Now tliero were no fiah in tho 
lakes. Previously he had been able to fiah 
there; now there was nothing. 

J. F. Curry suid witli reference to 
this dam, that since it liad been put up tho 
fish had been kept out of tlie hikes. A 
petition had been got up three years ago by 
tho settlers of the district to have tlie dam 
removed, but nothing came of it. 

Kd. Quennell, aworn, said that at one 
time ho lived alongside Fishhook Lake be- 
fore tho dam was erected ealniou came to 
the lakes in hundreds regularly every year 
about November, but after the dam had 
liccu put across, the salmon caine no more. 
There were oyster beds at Oyster Bay and 
Nanoose Bay. 

Wm. Green, a trader resiflcnt in Nanai- 
mo, said the Indians 70 or SO milea above 
the canneries on tlio Naas river put seines 
across, catching vast quantities of fish, ot 
which tlicy destroyed tiie greater part. The 
Indians aro accustomed to catch more fish 
than they can poasildy uae. Not only in 
the Naas river, but in tlie streams tributary 
the Indians would leave hundreds to rot on 
tho beach. They keep tho aockeye for their 
own use. The spring salmon lue taken to 
the canneries. Ho had caught one salmon 
weighing 75 lbs. At Port Ksaington there 
were two other canneries in tho village 
wliere about -100 Indiana reside all winter. 

The commission adjourned as no more 
witnesses were present. Very little inter- 
edt is taken in the proceedings here. The 
commissioners leave to-morrow morning for 
Vancouver.
